Milliken Attends Dedication 


By Jon Thompson 

A & R Forestry Products started production last week 
and celebrated its Grand Opening Friday with Governor 
William Milliken in attendance. 

Ronald Hees, chairman of the board of Aladdin Products 
(A & R’s parent company in Plymouth) said he expects plant 
operations to be in full bloorn within two to three weeks em- 
ploying 40 to 60 persons. 

Governor Milliken, speaking at a Grayling Holiday Inn 
reception hosted by A & R, said with A & R, Weyerhaeuser, 
and other wood products companies located here and in Gay- 
lord, this part of Michigan is well on its way to becoming the 
center of a giant industry. 

The $2.8 million A & R plant will produce window and 
door frames, wall paneling and partitions, and other wood 
construction products. 


The new plant, containing the only dry kilns in northern 
Michigan, has two other features unique to the area. 

Six pre-drying rooms can slowly take moisture out of 
wood avoiding twisting or distorting wood later on in the 
high-temperature dry kiln. 

The plant also will burn its own waste products to heat 
the building and dry kilns. Hees said the plant will emit prac- 
tically no pollutants into the air and will save money by burn- 
ing left-over wood rather than natural gas or other energy 
sources. 

Besides the addition of an annual payroll estimated at 
$900,000 to the community, Hees said it will be a boon to 
woodcutters and sawmills in the area. 


A & R Begins Pro 


He said A & R will probably be buying ail the wood local 
sawmills can produce because freight charges will be less 
than shipping wood from Canada, Wisconsin, and other 
areas. 

AJD Forest Products, of Grayling, already is one of A & 
R’s main local suppliers contributing about 10,000 to 15,000 
board feet. At peak capacity, A & R is expected to handle one 
million board feet a month for certain products. 

A&R, in the beginning, is expected to take mostly rough- 
cut aspen from sawmills and process it into frames and other 
building materials. Hees said A & R can process custom or- 
ders. For now, A & R production will be tied mainly to the 
housing construction industry. 

Inside the large A & R plant, located south of the 
Grayling Industrial Park, saws are able to cut boards to 
within five-thousandths of an inch of a specified dimension. A 
finger-jointing machine - used to join two short pieces of 
wood - is valued at $170,000. 

In his speech, Milliken commended the Crawford County 
Economic Dev, Corp., the City of Grayling, and the Grayling 
Chamber of Commerce for working to encourage the 
business to locate here. 

Milliken illustrated the economic impact A & R and other 
new wood products will have the area by looking at railroad 
freight. He said six years ago, Grayling was only generating 
six carloads of outbound freight a year while it received 288 
carloads. After A & R, Weyerhaeuser, and Straights Aggre- 
gate (another new wood-products business) hit full produc- 
tion, Milliken said they could produce 1,200 to 1,400 of out- 
bound freight a year.

Sometime ago I spoke 
about some of the different 
types of duties and work that 
I do as a part of my job. One 
thing has become very ap- 
parent and that is there is 
variety. Late in the summer 
a list of projects for the fall 
and winter is put together 
and arranged in order of 
priorities. This fall was no 
exception and, while the list 
was not long, it was certain 
that considerable time would 
be spent on the various 
items. There were two in- 
formational panels to do, a 
large map of the cam- 
pground for Fisherman’s 
Island, four new maps for 
our Park to reflect changes 
in facilities, and completion 
of a new display for the In- 
terpretive Center. 

Near the end of the list was 
a project, two years in 
storage, which was looked 
forward to with fascination 
trepidation as well. 
From the living farm at 
Maybury State Park, a hor- 
se-drawn wagon had been 
brought to me for rebuilding. 
It is one thing to build for 
display use only, but this is a 
working wagon. 

This project was actually 
started two years ago with 
the selection of the oak lum- 
ber and timbers from which 
the various parts would be 
milled. Just before Christ- 
mas, the running gear and 
wheels were brought into the 
shop and reassembled. 
From outward appearances 
the front and rear hawns did 
not look too bad, but looks 
are often deceiving. Close 
inspection revealed dry rot 
and so everything was strip- 
ped back to the axles, Out of 
the rough-sawn oak, all the 
parts were band-sawed to 
shape, smoothed and 
reassembled with all the 
supporting iron’ work, One 


look was enough to tell that .— 


at least one front wheel 
needed rebuilding from the 
axle cone out. Right now 
most of the parts for that 
wheei have been rough sawn 
shape, but the a 
important hub is a hulkin 

sock of eight-by-eight mar 
that bears little resemblance 
to what it must become. 

To be truthful, I have 
never built a wheel, but I 
will. Each day now begins 
with a step back in time 
when the wainwright was an 
important part of our society 
because the world moved on 
his product. A challenge?

Since that 
ruling, 42 states and federal 
jurisdictions have reinstated 
Capita) Punishment. 

Patterson needs 350,000 
signatures by the end of May 
in order to place a Constitu- 
tional Amendment Referen- 
dum on the November ballot. 
“We now have more than 
160,000 signatures,” Patter- 
son stated, ‘but it is impera- 
tive that we work very hard 
to bring in the rest.”

Justification, 
The Work Of One 


Romans 5: 12-16 

Our Justification is the 
representative work of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, just as 
our former Condemnation 
was because of the work of 
our representative head, 
Adam. 

“Wherefore, as by one 
man sin entered into the 
world, and death by sin; and 
so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sin- 
ned.”’ Romans 5:12. Notice 
in your side reference in 
your KJV Bible ‘for that’ 
could also be translated ‘‘in 
whom’. Notice the represen- 
tative implications, One man 
brought sin into the world. 
One man brought death into 
the world. One man brought 
death upon all men. All men 
sinned in one man. 

Our condemnation in 
Adam is apart from the law 
of God. ‘For until the law sin 
was in the world: but sin is 
not imputed when there is no’ 
law.”” Verse 13. ‘‘Never- 
theless death reigned from 
Adam. to Moses, even over 
the similitude of Adam’s 
transgression, who is the 
figure of him that was to 
come.”’

the grace of God, and the gift 
by grace, which is by one 
man, Jesus Christ, hath 
abounded unto many.’’

Shell Resumes 
Drilling in Pigeon 
River Forest 


TRAVERSE CITY-Oil and 
gas drilling operations have 
begun again in the Pigeon 
River Country State Forest 
near Gaylord. Shell Oil 
Company began drilling the 
State Corwith 1-14 wildcat 
test well on Monday, 
January 25, according to 
W.D. Sauinion, operations 
manager for the company in 
Michigan. 

Saulmon said about two 
weeks will be required to 
drill the well to its target 
depth of 5,000 feet. Shell has 
received drilliiig permits for 
two other geological tests 
(State Corwith 1-36 and 1-23) 
and applied for a permit to 
drill the State Corwith 1-26 
and 2-22. All of the tests are 
designated wildcat wells.

Shell 
was informed by the DNR 
that the company had com- 
plie’ with all of the environ- 
mental safeguards and other 
state requirements during 
its operations in Area 1-A of 
the forest in 1981. 

Shell is operator in the 
state forest for a group of 
companies. Other major in- 
terest owners are Amoco 
Production Company and 
Northern Michigan xplora- 
tion Company.

extension of the Liquor Control 
Commission's police authority, At- 
torney General Frank J. Kelley has 
ruled. 

The ruling supercedes refusal two 
years ago by the legislative Joint 
Committee on Administrative Rules 
to approve proposed commission 
rules which would have permitted 
price advertising. 

That was part of Governor 
William G. Milliken’s proposal to 


-deregulate the liquor industry in 


Michigan. 

, Price advertising of liquor outside 
a licensed retail premise has been 
prohibited since the repeal of 
prohibition. 

The Kelley ruling was criticized by 
the Michigan Council on Alcohol 
Problems and the Michigan Beer 
and Wine Wholesalers Association. 

Dennis Hyberger of the 
wholesalers said he doubted it would 
mean lower prices on beer and wine 
while Rev. Allen Rice, head of the 
alcohol problems commission, said 
he did not see any relationship bet- 
ween free speech and the prohibition 
of liquor advertising. 

However, Dan Sparks, a Liquor 
Control Commission aide, said the 
ruling would have the greatest im- 
pact on beer and wine as the prices 
of spirits are controlled by law and 
distilleries already have the right to 
advertise the price of their products. 

In the formal opinion, Kelley said 
the Liquor Control Commission does 
not enjoy ‘‘unfettered power to 
traffic in alcoholic 
beverages.”

in a manner which is consistent with 
the fundamental rights guaranteed 
by the Bill of Rights and the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the United 
States Constitution.” 

Until recently, he said, commer- 
cial speech was believed excepted 
from First Amendment guarantees. 
He noted, however, a recent series of 
court decisions has left no doubt 
that commercial speech is protected 
by the First Amendment’s guaran- 
tee of free speech. 

He further noted the court has 
also overturned prohibitions for ad- 
vertising of prescription drugs, 
lawyers and established a four part 
test for determining if government 
regulations of commercial adver- 
tising is permitted. 

The state prohibition exceeds the 


state’s police power, Kelley said, as . 


it violates the state’s policy of 
promoting commerce, thus 
“inhibiting consumers in the exer- 
cise of cost-effective and informed 
purchasing,” 

Front-Loading Back 

Before Legislature 

The Senate and House have 
separate proposals to provide tax- 
payers with their state property tax 
credits at the time their tax bills are 
due. 

The so-called ‘‘front-loading” con- 
cept provides that the state’s more 
than $500 million in property tax 
credits be given when individual’s 
property taxes are due rather than 
being coupled with filing the state 
income tax return. 

The proposal is similar to one 
passed last year but since it was tied 
to additional property tax relief, it 
was vetoed by Milliken on grounds 
the state budget could not afford the 
relief proposed. 

The new proposal would not take 
effect until 1983.

Statewide Trout and 
Salmon Regulations 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting 
on December 4, 1981, under|the authority of Act 165, 
P.A. 1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as 
amended, ordered that for the period beginning April 1, 
1982, and ending March 31, 1984, no person shall take, 
or attempt to take, any species of trout or salmon from 
any of the waters of this state except by hook and line 
during the open seasons prescribed, and within the 
minimum size limits and maximum possession limits 
indicated below. 

Statewide open seasons on all streams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the last Saturday 
in April through September 36 (longer on waters 
designated by the Director for extended fishing under 
Act 165} on all trout and salmon. Statewide open sea- 
sous on all other inland lakes and the Great Lakes shall 
be any time for all trout and salmon. Size limits shall 
be 8 inches on Lower Peninsula streams, 7 inches on 
Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 inches on lakes, The 
daily limit for trout and salmon shail ke § fish singly or 
in combination but no more than 3 lake trout or splake, 
except that an additional 5 brook or brown trout may 
he taken from streams from the last Saturday in April 
through September 30 only and no more than 2 lake 
trout or splake may be taken from Lake Michigan or its 


@ tributary streams.
